Emergency housing 
expenses on the rise

The Alberta government’s de¬ 
pendence on expensive mo¬ 
tels for emergency housing 
continues to grow despite a 
concerted effort to change 
the situation, which has left 
many forced to live in squalid 
conditions. 

In the province’s 2014 - 
2015 fiscal year, 2,412 people 
were housed on an emer¬ 
gency basis in Edmonton and 
448 in Calgary, at a cost of 
$6.7 million. 

Earlier this year, Metro re¬ 
ported many of the motels 
used for emergency housing 


had become part of an in¬ 
vestigation dubbed “Project 
Watch.” 

That investigation revealed 
many of the motels being used 
for housing were in squalid 
conditions. 

Since those reports, the 
province has found permanent 
housing for 197 families and 
has blacklisted several motels, 
but demand has grown — in 
just the first seven months of 
this fiscal year, the province 
housed 1,404 clients in Ed¬ 
monton and 110 in Calgary at 
a cost of roughly $4 million. 

While Calgary’s numbers 
are on the decline, it appears 
Edmonton’s could eclipse last 
year’s totals. 

Human Services Minister 
Irfan Sabir said the problem 
is linked to the difficult econ¬ 
omy. 

“Part of the reason the num¬ 
ber went up is that demand 
for those services has gone up 
as well,” he said. 

Sabir said the government

is dedicating more funding to 
women’s shelters and prevent¬ 
ive measures in an effort to 
help people before they need 
emergency housing. 

The long-term solution, he 
added, is a strategy to build 
more affordable housing. 

“We need to work with our 
partners in the community 
to come up with permanent 
solutions,” he said. 

Sabir said the one positive 
is the government is able to 
lower the amount of time fam¬ 
ilies are living in motels. 

“With some vacancy in the 
housing market, we are able 
to find housing quicker than 
was the case before,” he said.

Organizations at the centre 
of Edmonton’s efforts to set¬ 
tle refugees continue to pre¬ 
pare for an influx, as each day 
more information becomes 
available. 

“We’re starting to get a bet¬ 
ter sense of the numbers,” 
said Erick Ambtman, execu¬ 
tive director of the Mennonite 
Centre for Newcomers, adding 
that about 3,000 Syrian refu¬ 
gees are bound for Alberta, 
with “over half” coming to 
Edmonton. 

In the meantime, Ambtman 
has been working on a plan 
to consolidate every way Ed¬ 
montonians can help. 

“We will put out a notice at 
some point saying if you want 
to do anything to support or 
welcome, call this number 
or email this email address,” 
he said. 

“It’s just so people have a 
centralized triaging area as 
opposed to figuring out which 
agency is doing what.” 

Ambtman expects the ser¬ 
vice to launch early next week 


once he’s got all relevant agen¬ 
cies on board. 

Housing has proven a key 
worry. 

Catholic Social Services, an¬ 
other group at the centre of 
settlement efforts, said they’re 
still keen to find more hous¬ 
ing options. 

“We are going to be able to 
house people,” said spokesman 
Jason Gariepy, who added that 
“the whole community has 
come together” to offer hous¬ 


ing m various ways. 

But he explained “it’s not 
just about finding housing, but 
about finding the right type of 
housing for the family.” 

According to Gariepy, some 
larger families are harder to 
place, as are single individuals. 

“So, if people are aware of 
different kinds of housing we’d 
like them to reach out.” 

He said having housing op¬ 
tions that suit specific needs 
rather than just sufficient sup¬ 


ply “results in a much better 
experience and transition.” 

Gariepy said so far Catholic 
Social Services has received 
“hundreds of housing op¬ 
tions,” including secondary 
suites, available apartments, 
and generous offers from real 
estate owners like Boardwalk. 

“But if (people) are aware of 
housing choices, please let us 
know. At the end of the day we 
have to find the right home 
for the family,” he said.

Police give chase as 
two flee in hot cars 


An alleged shoplifting inci¬ 
dent early Thursday morning 
turned into a 90-minute crime 
spree that saw 55 Edmonton 
police officers and the RCMP 
in hot pursuit of a duo in sev¬ 
eral stolen cars. 

Police were first called just 
after midnight to a reported 
shoplifting incident in a park- 
ade near 109 Street and Whyte 
Avenue. 

A man and a woman fled 
the parkade in a stolen Toyota 
Tundra and collided with a po¬ 
lice cruiser. 

The two then abandoned the 
vehicle in the Belgravia neigh¬ 
bourhood and tried to break 
into three homes, the first at 
gunpoint with the homeowner, 
according to police. 

They then stole a Volkswa¬ 
gen Tiguan from another resi¬ 
dence and drove it more than 
150 km/h in the wrong direc¬ 
tion down one-way Gateway 
Boulevard, according to police. 

As a police helicopter 
tracked them overhead, they 
then robbed a store clerk at 
a convenience store near 17 
Street and 23 Avenue at gun¬ 
point, before fleeing north¬ 
bound onto the Whitemud 
and Anthony Henday Drive. A 
minor collision and a failed car¬ 
jacking with the same vehicle 
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Even later today 
officers are 
still doing the 
paperwork.

ensued, according to police. 

The suspects then drove 
north onto Range Road 233 
into Sherwood Park, where 
tactical and canine police were 
able to stop them at around 
1:25 a.m. 

But, police said, the pair 
then ran from the scene. 

Jake Wells, 23, and Adara 
Gunnarson, 26, are facing a 
long list of charges that offi¬ 
cers are still finalizing. These 
including weapons offences, 
breaking and entering and 
armed robbery. 

Police spokesman Scott Pat¬ 
tison said the event stretched 
police resources and resulted 
in hours of paperwork. 

“This is just one call out of 
150,000 that require police 
response this year,” Pattison 
said. “There are many frequent 
incidents where multiple units 
need to respond. Even later to¬ 
day officers are still doing the

HOMICIDE INVESTIGATION 

Police gather 
evidence near 
Duster’s Pub 
early Thursday

Homicide detectives are inves¬ 
tigating the area near a north- 
end bar, because a man died 
following an altercation there 
early Thursday morning. 


Edmonton police said the 
incident happened around 1:25 
a.m. outside Duster’s Pub, at 
118 Avenue and 64 Street. 
The victim was treated at the 
scene and taken to the hospi¬ 
tal, where he later died from 
his injuries. 

At about 9 a.m. Thursday, 
police had taped off the pub’s 
back parking lot and investi¬ 
gators were walking among 
the parked vehicles, shining 
flashlights on the ground. De¬ 
tectives could be seen going 
door-to-door, speaking with 
residents. 

A folded blanket and blue 
pillow were laying in the snow, 
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I heard the shots 
and a woman 
screaming. 

Monica Kardos 

beside a large pool of blood, be¬ 
hind Mama’s Daycare, which is 
next door to the pub. Orange 
pylons marked more blood be¬ 
side a grey truck in the park¬ 
ing lot. 

Monica Kardos was visiting 
her son’s house behind the pub 
when, she said, she heard three 
or four gunshots from a nearby 


alley at around 1:30 a.m. 

Her son, Jeffrey Bur, said 
he saw a man lying in the al¬ 
ley shortly afterward. There 
were two police vehicles on 
the scene. 

Kardos added police were 
walking around the neighbour¬ 
hood, scouring the ground by 
flashlight in the hours that 
followed. 

She and her son both had a 
hard time sleeping after hear¬ 
ing the commotion. 

“I heard the shots and a 
woman screaming,” she said. 
“It was scary.” 

An autopsy has been sched¬ 
uled for Friday morning.

Notley stands firm 
onfarm safety bill 


BILL 6 

Calls for injury 
compensation 
benefits, 
health rules 

Premier Rachel Notley moved 
Thursday to quell a maelstrom of 
discontent over her farm safety 
bill by saying it’s foremost about 
safety and dignity. 

“I will never be able to accept 
the fact that injuries and deaths 
caused by workplace accidents 
(on the farm) are simply a fact 
of life,” Notley said at a media 
availability. 

“I could not — and cannot in 
good conscience — and will not 
ignore the lessons of their losses. 

“We will pass this bill this fall. 
Those wage-earning farm work¬ 
ers will receive compensation (if 


injured) and will have the right 
to refuse unsafe work.” 

Notley added that the govern¬ 
ment will talk to farmers in the 
coming months about how to 
“tweak the other newly applied 
rules in a way that respects the 
family farm, just as has been 
done in every other province 
in the countiy.” 

Notley once worked as a 
Workers’ Compensation Board 
injuiy claims lawyer and, in re¬ 
sponse to a question, agreed that 
the farm safety bill has special 
meaning for her. 

“It is a little bit personal.” 

She said she has long been 
disturbed that in a province built 
on the ethos of people helping 
people, “we somehow have this 
little exclusion, where paid farm 
workers, who are often the most 
vulnerable workers we have, 
are somehow exempted from 
the most basic of employment 


protections.” 

It was Notley’s first day back 
at the legislature following a trip 
to Paris for the UN-sponsored 
climate change summit. 

There have been several pro¬ 
tests and demonstrations by 
farm groups over the proposed 
farm legislation. 

The bill calls for injuiy com¬ 
pensation benefits and occupa¬ 
tional health and safety rules 
for 60,000 farm workers across 
Alberta. It also introduces work¬ 
place standards on commercial 
aspects of farming as well as 
the right for workers to bargain 
collectively. 

Farmers, and opposition lead¬ 
ers, have argued the bill is tiying 
to do too much too fast, threat¬ 
ens the viability of family farms 
and could rip the cultural fabric 
of rural life. 

They are asking Notley to pull 
it pending further consultation. 

Earlier Thursday, more than 
1,000 protesters rallied on the 
steps of the legislature as a sing¬ 
er mocked Notley to the tune 
of the popular children’s song 
“Old MacDonald Had a Farm.”

WINDERMERE 

Man charged with double murder 


An Edmonton man is facing mur¬ 
der charges after two people were 
found dead in a car in Winder- 
mere in October. 

Philip Jason Vanderwell, 27, 
has been charged with two 
counts of first-degree murder 
in relation to the deaths of Daniel 
Fullerton and Dianna Willc, both 
28, on the evening of Oct. 30. 

Fullerton and Willc were found 
dead in the front seat of a vehicle 


parked on the street in Winder- 
mere, in south Edmonton. Police 
called to the area after someone 
passing by the vehicle noticed the 
bodies. Autopsies later showed 
they died of gunshot wounds. 

Police say they are not releas¬ 
ing information at this time as 
the investigation continues. 

Willc’s friend, April Pinder, 
told Metro in November that 
the 28-year-old was the young¬ 


est of three girls and wanted to 
return to school to become a 
forensic scientist. 

“She was the baby of her 
family and the light of so many 
people’s lives, and nothing will 
ever be the same again after los¬ 
ing her,” Pinder said. “There are 
so many unanswered questions 
and I hope they find out who did 
this to her.”

The more than $40-million 
shortfall between what the 
Edmonton Police requested 
and got from city council this 
week will lead to noticeable 
cuts in capabilities, accord¬ 
ing to the president of the 
police association. 

City councillors voted Tues¬ 
day to boost the police budget 
by about $8.5 million over 
the next three years, far less 
than the $49.1 million the 
force requested. 

Edmonton Police Associa¬ 
tion President Sgt. Maurice 
Brodeur said he expects the 
force will have to use officers 
currently in special units to 
cover the rising demand for 
patrol officers. 


This year, police have re¬ 
sponded to 12,000 more calls 
for service than in 2014. 

“Every specialized unit will 
be looked at and they will 
trim down as tight as they 


possibly can to fill the needs 
of the street,” he said. 

“Front-line policing is the 
primary need of service and 
so you are going to have to 
take from Peter to pay Paul.” 


Brodeur said stripping 
investigative units could 
also make it difficult for po¬ 
lice to handle large fraud in¬ 
vestigations or other major 
cases and response times may

continue to suffer. 

“Either on the front end or 
the back end you are going 
to get less police services,” 
he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
appreciates all the work of¬ 
ficers do and expects Police 
Chief Rod Knecht to handle 
the budget realities effect¬ 
ively. 

“I know the front line 
members work very, very 
hard, but I think look to the 
chief who understands the 
constraints we are under,” 
he said. 

“He has said they will re¬ 
prioritize appropriately and 
I am confident he will do so 
in a way that will protect 
public and officer safety.”

Vanished couple’s son stands by RCMP 


The son of an elderly couple 
believed to be dead after van¬ 
ishing on a trip to B.C. says 
he doesn’t hold any grudge 
against the RCMP for what a 
courtroom has been told was 
their mishandling of evidence 
disclosure in the case. 

Brett McCann has been at¬ 
tending a pre-trial hearing this 
week for Travis Vader, who is 
charged with two counts of 
first-degree murder in the 2010 
deaths of Lyle and Maria Mc¬ 


Cann. The hearing is looking 
into arguments by Vader’s law¬ 
yer, Brian Beresh, that a nearly 
four-year delay in getting the 
matter to trial constitutes an 
abuse of process by the Crown. 

Earlier this week, Michelle 
Doyle, Edmonton’s chief pros¬ 
ecutor, called the disclosure of 
evidence by RCMP “a fiasco.” 

She said she decided to stay 
the charges against Vader, who 
had initially been charged in 
2012, two years later because 


she had lost confidence in the 
RCMP getting full disclosure to 
her in a timely manner. 

Nine months later, the char¬ 
ges were re-laid and a trial be¬ 
fore a judge alone is now sched¬ 
uled for March 2016. 

“Attending these sessions 
has really renewed my confi¬ 
dence in both the RCMP and in 
the Crown,” Brett McCann said 
Thursday. “The stay was due 
to mishandling by the RCMP, 
and I’m not really blaming 


the RCMP, but this massive 
and complex set of evidence 
records sounds like it was a 
formidable thing and it was 
mishandled.” 

He said he believes Doyle did 
the right thing in not proceed¬ 
ing to trial in 2014. 

Beresh has suggested the 
2014 stay was just a way to buy 
time so the RCMP would have 
longer to investigate the case, 
something Doyle has denied.

Tax hikes okayed 
for next 3 years

Edmonton taxpayers will pay 
more next year and for two 
years after that after city coun¬ 
cil passed its first three-year 
operating budget on Thursday. 

Taxes will rise 3.4 per cent 
in 2016 and 2017, and by 4.8 
per cent in 2018. For the aver¬ 
age Edmonton home that will 
mean cost increases of $76 in 
2016, $78 in 2017 and $114 
in 2018. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
council did all it could to trim 


the increase, but the city’s 
expenses don’t change even in 
tough economic times. 

“That is essentially the cost 
of doing business for a muni¬ 
cipality,” he said. 

The approved budget will 
pay for new staff at recrea¬ 
tion centres, libraries and fire 
stations, which the city has 
opened in recent years, and 
help cover the cost of the new 
LRT line to Mill Woods. 

But in a departure from 
previous years, councillors 
held the line on growing the 
police budget, while funding 
more preventive programs 
and budgeting less for areas 
that should be the provincial 
government’s responsibility. 

Iveson said the city has 
been paying for things that 
it shouldn’t for too long. 

“For several years the City 
of Edmonton was experien¬ 
cing huge growth and we 
were also experiencing a huge 


influx of people, and to some 
extent we were able to absorb 
some of those things,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said the 
budget will do for 2016, but 
said he’s concerned about 
spending in 2017, when the 
city will feel the drop in oil 
prices that began this year. 

“This isn’t the tough 
budget; 2017 is the tough 
budget. That is when the eco¬ 
nomic realities that have hit 
Calgary will hit Edmonton,” 
he said. 

Council deferred decisions 
on many programs until the 
spring, which Nickel said frus¬ 
trated him. 

“We punted so much stuff 
down the road instead of just 
making the decision.” 

The tax increase will also 
come with increases to gar¬ 
bage collections costs, which 
will rise by $2.31 per month 
in 2016, $2.16 in 2017 and 
$2.56 in 2018. 


SERVICES 

‘Comprehensive review’ of 
city spending in the works 


Following a budget that 
includes three years of tax in¬ 
creases, the city also intends 
to spend three years and $3.75 
million on a deep review to dis¬ 
cover where it can save money. 

On Thursday, city adminis¬ 
trators brought back prelimin¬ 
ary details on a service review 
that councillors called for ear¬ 
lier this month. 

Acting city manager Linda 
Cochrane said the basic idea of 
the review is to decide where 
the city should be looking for 


savings in the future. 

“This is a city on the cusp of 
greatness and on the cusp of 
being a significantly different 
city than it has been,” she said. 

“This will be a comprehen¬ 
sive review.” 

Cochrane told council they 
will look at everything the city 
does with an eye to analyzing 
if it could be done better — or 
if it even needs to be done by 
the city at all. 

Coun. Dave Lolcen sought 
assurances that the city would 


not just be looking for dollars 
and cents, but for value. 

“The emphasis should not 
be on costs and dollars and 
cents, it should be focused on 
the quality of that service and 
the efficiency of that service.” 

Cochrane said that’s why the 
city does not intend to set a 
dollar target for savings. 

“If we put the money first 
and foremost than we lose 
the richness of the dialogue,” 
she said.

Sunny days 
ahead for snow 
inspectors and 
commuters

The city’s three-year, multi-bil¬ 
lion operating budget passed 
Thursday Here are a few items 
that made the cut during the 
last day of votes, and a few that 
didn’t. 

1) Mill Creek 

Mill Creek moved closer to 
flowing in the open again, as 
councillors gave the idea to 
daylight it $250,000 for plan¬ 
ning work. 

The proposal was given 
money to study what would 
need to happen to bring the 
long-buried creek back to con¬ 
nect with the North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River. The creek was bur¬ 
ied to make way for a freeway 
(which was ultimately never 
built in the area) around the 
Muttart Conservatoiy. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
finishing planning is an import¬ 
ant first step, and if it goes well 
other levels of government may 
even fund the project. 

“The province and the feds 
are veiy keen to see it happen. 
They may even pay to have it 
happen,” he said. 

2) Snow inspectors 

Edmonton residents com¬ 
plaining about poor snow clear¬ 
ing will have new ears to bend, 
after councillors approved more 
money for inspectors. 

Coun. Dave Lolcen said 
the funding — budgeted at 
$302,000 next year, with an 
additional $316,000 in 2017 
and $22,000 in 2018 — will re¬ 
duce snow complaints during 
the winter. He said the money

will also help deal with potholes 
and construction problems the 
rest of the year. 

“By putting these positions 
in place, we’re not only going 
to get that scrutiny and cover¬ 
age in the wintertime, we are 
going to get it all year round,” 
he said. 

The five new snow inspectors 
will be the first new positions 
in this area since 1985. 

3) Transit hike spared 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
city’s transit service isn’t strong 
enough to justify a fare hike 
up to $3.50. Administration 
proposed increasing fares to 
$3.25 next year and $3.50 in 
2017. Iveson said, with the city 
reviewing service levels and 
tiying to bring in smart fares, 
now is not the time to put a 
big increase. 

“I don’t think we are offering 
people good enough service to 
charge people $3.50,” he said. 

4) Low-Income Pass 

City councillors still want 
to offer a low-income pass for 
transit riders but those hoping 
for it will have to wait. Coun¬ 
cillors voted to fund the pass, 
but with less money than what 


they initially proposed, which 
means it will likely be at least 
2017 before passes are actually 
handed out. 

“Of course it gives me dis¬ 
appointment to not be able 
to move on this this fall,” Ive¬ 
son said. He said he expects 
the province to help fund this 
initiative and hopes they will 
commit to the idea. 

“I think we now have time 
to work this out.” 

5) DATS Service 

Disabled Adult Transit Ser¬ 
vice will be able to handle 
13,500 more trips next year 
after councillors voted to boost 
the services’ funding. 

Coun. Dave Lolcen said this 
service is essential to so many 
of its users. 

“We’re talking about a lot of 
people in need who really need 
this service,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson also cham¬ 
pioned the funding, but said 
he would also like to see some 
provincial supports, because so 
many people use it for health 
appointments. 

“There is a point at which our 
health care system and our tran¬ 
sit system start to have some 
overlap.”

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Schools to form 
LGBTQ policy

6i boards 
asked to 
submit by

School boards across the province 
will be getting more direction in 
Januaiy from Alberta Education 
on how to structure LGBTQ. 

Education Minister David Egg- 
en has asked all 61 school boards 
to create policy, to be submitted 
for review by March 31, 2016. 
A previous Metro investigation 
revealed only about 25 per cent 
of Alberta school boards already 
had a policy in place. 

In an interview with Metro, 
Eggen said he has high expecta¬ 
tions of each policy. 

“People have to adhere to the 
letter of the law,” he said. “People 
can develop their own policy. 


That’s an organic way which 
people can internalize and own 
what they’re faced to do. But the 
law doesn’t change.” 

Rebecca Sullivan, director of 
the Women’s Studies Program at 
the University of Calgaiy, said it’s 
vital for school boards to have a 
clear indication of the essential 
elements of the policy. Sullivan 
said any policy must be drafted 
in a way that gives security and 
dignity to gender and sexually 
marginalized students, and isn’t 
framed around community stan¬ 
dards or fundamental values. 

“Often that’s code for, ‘We 
need to preserve the right to 
continue to oppress the most 
marginalized people who do not 
fit our community standards.’ 
This has been really clear in the 
trans debate where the decision 
was, no, we cannot allow a trans 
girl to use the girls washroom 
because it makes us uncomfort¬ 
able,” said Sullivan, referencing 
a recent controversy in the Ed¬ 
monton Catholic School District.

Paperwork 
and waiting 
precede trip 
out of Jordan 

The Alhajalis are animated, 
talking over one another as 
they compare the prosperous 
and peaceful pre-revolution 
life they enjoyed in Syria to 
the daily struggles they now 
face as 10 of the 630,000 Syr¬ 
ian refugees in Jordan. 

Even though they’re heading 
soon to the safety of Canada, 
the fear of Syria still hovers. 


“All we want,” says Razan, 
28, wife of Emad, also 28, “is 
some peace and some security.” 

In a matter of days, they 
hope to be on their way there 
— Razan and Emad’s family 
is among the 10,000 private¬ 
ly sponsored Syrian refugees 
likely to be in Canada by year’s 
end as part of the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment’s commitment to re¬ 
settle 25,000 of them by the 
end of Februaiy. 

Awad Alhajali, 34, and his 
wife Asmaa, 34, are eventu¬ 
ally bound for Canada as well, 
having found their own private 
sponsors in the same commun¬ 
ity — Orangeville, Ont. 

About 14 months ago, a Can-

adian friend of a friend of Ra¬ 
zan and Emad pointed out the 
private sponsorship system 
and offered to help with the 
paperwork. 

A connection was made 
eventually with a group from 
Westminster United Church 
in Orangeville, Ont., hoping 
to sponsor a family. The paper¬ 


work was filled out, and then 
the waiting began. 

A month ago, they were 
called for their health exams, 
and earlier this week handed 
over their passports for what 
they believe are exit visas. 

Now they await the phone 
call telling them when their 
flight will depart for Canada. 

They’ve heard Canadians 
are warm and welcoming, and 
don’t fear moving to a differ¬ 
ent culture. 

“It’s a surprise when people 
across the world want to help 
you,” Emad says. 

“It means the world is going 
to be OK,” adds Razan.

Minister requests 
extended deadline 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
must decide if it will grant a 
six-month extension to the fed¬ 
eral government to respond to 
its landmark ruling on doctor- 
assisted death. 

Justice Minister Jody Wilson- 
Raybould said Thursday Parlia¬ 
ment should be given more 
time to consider all possible 
responses to the decision. 

She also requested any op¬ 
posing party be required to 
respond within three days, 
instead of the traditional 10- 
day window. 

“Physician-assisted dying is 
a complex and deeply personal 
issue for Canadians of all ages 
and backgrounds,” Wilson-Ray- 
bould said in a statement. 

“The federal government’s 


response will affect all of soci¬ 
ety. That is why we are firmly 
committed to including Can¬ 
adians and taking the time to 
develop a thoughtful, sensitive 
and well-informed response.” 

The federal government’s 
request for a delay has been 
backed by Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island, Manitoba, On¬ 
tario and Saskatchewan, ac¬ 
cording to documents filed to 
the top court. 

Last Februaiy, the court rec¬ 
ognized the right of clearly 
consenting adults who are en¬ 
during intolerable physical or 
mental suffering to end their 
lives with a physician’s help. 
It also gave Parliament a year 
to respond to the ruling.

MPs elect 
veteran to role 
in House of 
Commons 

MPs have elected Liberal Geoff 
Regan as Speaker of the House 
of Commons. 

Regan, 56, who represents 
the riding of Halifax West, was 
first elected in 1993, defeated 
in 1997 and then re-elected in 
2000, and has served as MP 
ever since. 

Regan is the son of former 
Nova Scotia premier and fed¬ 
eral cabinet minister Gerald 
Regan. 

Ottawa-area MP Mauril Bel¬ 
anger was expected to also be 
a candidate, but revealed on 
Monday he has amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis — ALS or Lou 
Gehrig’s disease — and with¬ 
drew from the race. 

Conservative MP Andrew 
Scheer, who held the post since 
2011, opted not to run again, 
choosing instead to serve as 
Opposition House leader. 

Once in the seat, Regan 
echoed the hopeful sentiment 
that has been on the lips of so 
many MPs of all stripes over 
the years: that the Commons 
should commit to a new, more 
collegial culture.

“You have given me a veiy 
important responsibility and I 
will need your support,” Regan 
said, having beat out Liberal 
colleagues Yasmin Ratansi and 
Denis Paradis and Conserva¬ 
tive Bruce Stanton for the job. 

“I think we need to raise 
the tone in this chamber and 
reconstitute goodwill. We have 
to have respect for one another, 
despite our differences.” 

Regan’s election precedes 
the first throne speech by the 
new Liberal government, to be 
delivered Friday by Gov. Gen. 
David Johnston. 

Insiders say the speech will 
be little more than a list of the 
government’s immediate prior¬ 
ities, with minimal rhetorical 
flourishes and no surprises. 

It’s expected to be a brief 
recitation of the urgent prom¬ 
ises Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau intends to move on over 
the coming year — those aimed 
at improving the lot of strug¬ 
gling middle-class Canadians 
foremost among them.

Outrage building 
over empty gestures 


A political tempest over grief, 
gun control and prayer plays 
out after latest mass shooting 

It’s a natural reaction in times 
of grief: Politicians from both par¬ 
ties offered supportive thoughts 
and prayers for those killed in 
the San Bernardino shootings. 
But within hours, social media 
was awash with pushback from 
gun control advocates calling out 
those who offer prayers without 
pushing for tighter gun laws. 

“Your ‘thoughts’ should be 
about steps to take to stop this 
carnage,” Democratic Sen. Chris 
Murphy of Connecticut tweeted. 
“Your ‘prayers’ should be for 
forgiveness if you do nothing 
- again.” 

Murphy, who has been out¬ 
spoken in pressing for gun con¬ 
trol legislation, added at a news 
conference Thursday: “Members 
of Congress don’t get elected to 
send out sympathy tweets.” 

As GOP presidential candi¬ 
dates and conservative law¬ 
makers tweeted, one by one, 
their prayers after the shooting, 
Igor Volsky, a contributing editor 
at the liberal website Thinlc- 
Progress, started tweeting back 


how much each had received in 
campaign contributions from 
the National Rifle Association, 
which opposes tighter gun laws. 

The hashtag #thoughtsand- 
prayers quickly was adopted by 
those venting frustration with 
the prayerful sentiments offered 
by those opposed to congres¬ 
sional action on gun legislation.

Paris fugitive hid in 
migrant wave: Police 


Salah Abdeslam, a fugitive sus¬ 
pected in the deadly attacks in 
Paris, was at the main Budapest 
train station before mid-Septem¬ 
ber and left with men who had 
been travelling amid a wave of 
asylum-seekers trying to enter 
Europe, Hungarian officials said 
Thursday. 

In Belgium, meanwhile, two 
more suspects in the Paris at¬ 
tacks were taken into custody 
facing terrorism charges. In all, 
Belgium now has eight suspects 
behind bars who are linked to 
the Paris attacks or to a possible 


attack in Brussels. 

Janos Lazar, Hungarian Prime 
Minister Viktor Orban’s chief of 
staff, said at a news conference 
Thursday that the Hungarian 
secret services had confirmed 
information about Abdeslam’s 
travels they had received from 
foreign agencies. According to 
Lazar, the Paris fugitive was at 
the Keleti Railway terminal in 
Budapest, where he recruited 
young men who were refus¬ 
ing to register with Hungarian 
authorities,

Motives of San

San Bernardino gunman Syed 
Rizwan Faroolc had been in con¬ 
tact with known extremists on 
social media, a U.S. intelligence 
official said Thursday, and police 
said he and his wife had enough 
bullets and bombs to slaughter 
hundreds when they launched 
their deadly attack on a holi¬ 
day party. 

The details came to light as in¬ 


vestigators tried to 
determine wheth¬ 
er the rampage 
that left 14 people 
dead was terror¬ 
ism, a workplace 
grudge or some 
combination. 

The husband- 
and-wife killers 
were not on the 
FBI’s radar before 
the massacre, said 
a second U.S. offi¬ 
cial, who likewise 
spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because he 
was not authorized to discuss 
the investigation. 

Wearing black tactical gear 


and wielding as¬ 
sault rifles, Fa- 
roolc, a 28-year-old 
county restaurant 
inspector, and 
his wife, Tash- 
feen Malik, 27, 
sprayed as many 
as 75 rounds into 
a room at a social 
service centre 
for the disabled, 
where Faroolc’s co¬ 
workers had gath¬ 
ered for a holiday 
banquet Wednes¬ 
day. Faroolc had attended the 
event but slipped out at some 
point, then returned in battle 
dress. 


A U.S. official says the FBI was 
treating the mass shooting in 
California as a potential act of 
terror but had reached no con¬ 
clusion it was. 

A law enforcement official 
says authorities are looking for 
a man who bought two rifles 
used in a Southern California 
attack that killed 14 people.

SYRIAN CONFLICT 

Secretary of 
State says ISIL 
can be defeated 
in months 

The Islamic State can be de¬ 
feated within “months” of a 
ceasefire between Syria’s gov¬ 
ernment and moderate rebels, 
U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry said Thursday, urging 
the world to come togeth¬ 
er behind a peace strategy 
recently hashed out by the 
United States, Russia and 
other countries. 

Kerry said air power alone 
won’t be enough. The cam¬ 
paign will require ground 
forces, too, he said at a Euro¬ 
pean security conference. He 
later specified that meant 
there’d be local Syrian and 
Arab boots on the ground, 
not Western troops. 

Kerry has been spear¬ 
heading international efforts 
to broker an end to fighting 
between Syrian President 
Bashar Assad’s government 
and non-terrorist opposition 
forces, and a political transi¬ 
tion process involving ele¬ 
ments of each side. 

Diplomats hope to start 
direct discussions between 
Syria’s government and the 
opposition in the next few 
weeks. December talks in New 
York are a possibility. First, a 
meeting of Syrian opposition 


representatives is planned in 
Saudi Arabia next week. 

Kerry said a political tran¬ 
sition would be a boon for 
everyone, allowing the Islamic 
State (ISIL) to be “eliminated 
within a matter of months.” 

Kerry and Russian Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov agreed 
that the Syrian opposition 
meeting should be “as inclu¬ 
sive as possible,” a State De¬ 
partment official said after 
the two diplomats met on the 
sidelines of the Organization 
for Security and Cooperation 
event in Belgrade, Serbia. 

They both said more work 
was required to determine 
which rebel groups could be 
represented in a political tran¬ 
sition and which should be 
considered excluded as ter¬ 
rorist organizations, said the 
official, who wasn’t author¬ 
ized to discuss the conversa¬ 
tion publicly and demanded 
anonymity, the associated press

The U.S. armed forces are 
about to open all combat jobs 
to women for the first time. 

After three years of study 
and debate, Defence Secretary 
Ash Carter ordered the militaiy 
Thursday to open all militaiy 
jobs to women, removing the 
final barriers that kept women 
from serving in combat — in¬ 
cluding the most dangerous 
and gruelling commando posts. 

His landmark decision re¬ 
buffed requests by the Marine

CROWDFUNDING 

Man has come 
a long way 
since photo 
went viral 

Abdul Halim al-Attar, a Pales¬ 
tinian refugee from Syria, who 
was photographed selling pens 
in the streets of Beirut, is now 
running three businesses in the 
city after an online crowdfunding 
campaign in his name collected 
$191,000. 

The 33-year-old father of two 
opened a bakery two months 
ago and has since added a kebab 
shop and a small restaurant to 
his business venture. He employs 
16 Syrian refugees. 


The photograph of al-Attar 
carrying his sleeping daughter 
on his shoulder while trying to 
sell pens to passing motorists 
in the scorching heat went viral 
this past summer and touched 
people across the world. 

One of those moved by his 
plight was an online journalist 
and web developer in Norway, 
Gissur Simonarson, who cre¬ 
ated a Twitter account under 
the name #BuyPens and an In- 
diegogo campaign to raise $5,000 
for al-Attar and his family. When 
it closed three months later, the 
campaign had collected almost 
forty times more: $188,685. An¬ 
other $2,324 in donations has 
trickled in since then. 

“Not only did my life change, 
but also the lives of my children 
and the lives of people in Syria

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whom I helped,” he said. Al-Attar 
said he gave away about $25,000 
to friends and relatives in Syria. 

Al-Attar also quickly built a bet¬ 
ter life for himself and his family 
in Beirut. His wife returned to 
Syria and they are currently sep¬ 
arated. 

He sported a T-shirt reading 
“Stay positive,” and a large smile. 
“When God wants to grant you 
something, you’ll get it,” he said.

Case of mistaken identity released after 13 years of detention

A Yemeni prisoner detained 
for over 13 years at the U.S. 
base at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, was reportedly held 
there partly as a result of mis¬ 
taken identity. 

U.S. officials determined 
that Mustafa al-Aziz al-Sha- 
miri was a low-level fighter 
and not an al-Qaida courier 
and trainer as previously 
thought. Officials mistaken¬ 
ly believed al-Shamiri’s role 
was more significant because 
his name was confused with 
others having a name like his. 

“We now judge that these 
activities were carried out by 
other known extremists with 
names or aliases similar to (al- 


Shamiri’s),” an unclassified 
U.S. Department of Defense 
detainee profile written on 
Sept. 25 shows. 

The DoD report states that 
“fragmentary reporting” links 
al-Shamiri, 37, to fighting 
in Bosnia in 1995, when he 
would have been 16 or 17 
years-old. 


The report also states that 
he told interrogators that he 
fought in Yemen’s civil war 
in 1996 and for the Taliban 
in Afghanistan in 2000-2001. 

“He may have been collo¬ 
cated at a safehouse in Yemen 
with operatives who plotted 
the USS Cole bombing, al¬ 
though there are no other 


indications that he played a 
role in that operation,” the 
report reads. 

Amnesty International has 
called on the U.S. to close 
Guantanamo immediately. 

“Detainees at Guantanamo 
remain in limbo with their 
lives on hold for years on end. 
Many have suffered serious 
human rights violations, in¬ 
cluding enforced disappear¬ 
ance and torture, but access 
to remedy has systematically 
been blocked and account¬ 
ability minimal,” said Erika 
Guevara Rosas, director of 
Amnesty’s Americas program, 
in a statement last year.

Experts believe 
racism a cause 
of high infant 
mortality 

There are a whole lot of baby 
funerals in Milwaukee. At most 
of them, it is a black mom cry¬ 
ing over the casket. 

Milwaukee is one of the most 
segregated cities in America. Its 
white infants die at around the 
same rate as infants in Canada. 
Its black infants die at around 
the same rate as infants in the 
Gaza Strip. 

“Babies just dying every day,” 
said Mary Love, 25 and expecting 
her third child, at the popular 
Blanket of Love prenatal class 
held weekly at a black church. 

The city’s politicians and ex¬ 
perts believe they know what 
is happening. The challenge is 
fixing it. Four years into an am¬ 
bitious official campaign to both 
lower the overall death rate and 
close the black/white gap, the 
overall rate has dropped slightly. 
The 10-point gap hasn’t budged. 

“This problem is so all-en¬ 
compassing it’s mind-boggling,” 
said Elizabeth Hill-Karbowslci, 
director of women and infants 
outpatient services at the Whea¬ 
ton Franciscan health system. 

About 15 per cent of the city’s 
black infant deaths are the re¬ 
sult of unsafe sleep conditions 
— fixable stuff. But two thirds 
of the deaths are the result of 
premature birth. Prematurity 
is linked to obesity, teen preg¬ 
nancy, sexually transmitted in¬ 
fections and a lack of prenatal 
health care, all of which are

linked to social conditions. The 
city’s black poverty rate, black 
unemployment rate and black 
incarceration rate are among the 
highest in the countiy. 

Mayor Tom Barrett has de¬ 
clared infant mortality a top 
priority. Since 2011, his govern¬ 
ment, the United Way, hospitals 
and charities have spent millions 
to combat the problem. 

Three city programs pro¬ 
vide home visits to expectant

mothers before and after birth. 
A fourth targets fathers. St. Jo¬ 
seph, the renowned Wheaton 
Franciscan hospital offers preg¬ 
nant women financial counsel¬ 
lors who help them get insur¬ 
ance and social workers who 
help them address abuse and 
homelessness. 

Across the U.S., the black 
infant mortality rate is nearly 
double the white rate. The gap 
can’t be explained in full by 
poverty or risky decisions: even 
high-income, college-educated 
black women are more likely to 
give birth prematurely than the 
average white woman. Some re¬ 
searchers, and many of Milwau¬ 
kee’s experts, believe racism is 
part of the explanation. 


Early labour can be triggered 
by high levels of the stress hor¬ 
mone cortisol. Studies show 
these levels are higher in people 
who have faced discrimination, 
no matter what their social 
status. 

In Milwaukee, a commun¬ 
ity with deep and long-running 
racial divisions, Hill-Karbowski 
said chronic stress is the “over¬ 
arching” factor in the mortal¬ 
ity crisis. 

“You’re looking at generations 
upon generations of people who 
have been unfairly treated and 
discriminated against,” she said. 
“We’re talking about generations 
of people living with increased 
levels of stress hormones in their

Violence flares 
as refugees 
jump to front 
of queue 

Greek riot police struggled to 
maintain order Thursday after 
chaotic clashes between asylum- 
seekers at the country’s border 
with Macedonia, where thou¬ 
sands seeking a new life in the 
European Union have seen their 
long trek north brought to an 
abrupt halt by closed borders 
and new rules. 

At least two people were in¬ 
jured Thursday at the border 
as hundreds of people rejected 
by Macedonia — so-called eco¬ 
nomic migrants — clashed with 
the Syrians, Afghans and Iraqis 
that Macedonia is allowing in. 

Late Thursday, a group of 
mainly Iranian migrants with 
small children agreed to stop 
manning barricades that pre¬ 
vented refugees from entering 
Macedonia, and about 300 


people crossed the border from 
the Greek village of Idomeni. 
Tired of waiting, thousands of 
refugees then broke through a 
Greek police cordon, surging to 
the Macedonian border, which 
immediately closed again. 

Earlier, police distributed fli¬ 
ers warning the economic mi¬ 
grants that they must leave the 
border area within three days, 
and the government implied it 
would take more drastic action 
if necessaiy. 

The United Nations refugee 
agency, UNHCR, voiced “deep 
concern” about the tensions, 
urging Greece and Macedonia to 
manage the border “in a manner

The clashes came as Greece 
faces mounting pressure from 
its EU partners to ensure bet¬ 
ter control of its borders and 
register arriving migrants, or 
face the prospect that passport 
checks could be reintroduced 
for Greek citizens in Europe. 

More than 600,000 migrants 
have flooded into Greece this 
year, many fleeing conflict in 
Syria or Iraq. Nearly all have 
entered the country from near¬ 
by Turkey, paying large fees to 
smuggling gangs who arrange 
their crossings in small, over¬ 
crowded boats. Hundreds of 
people have drowned this year 
in the Aegean Sea. 

Police say about 6,000 people 
are stuck at Idomeni, sleeping 
in a shelter provided by char¬ 
ities, in hundreds of tents or 
in the fields. About 3,500 are 
Iranians, Pakistanis and other 
nationalities not allowed in by 
Macedonians, while the rest are 
from Syria, Afghanistan and Iraq.

Giants killing 
innovation, 
some beer 
makers say 

The proposed consolidation of 
the world’s biggest beer com¬ 
panies has given rise to con¬ 
cerns that it could be harder 
for Canada’s small brewers to 
sell their brands in local bars.

You want to 
go to a concert, they own that 
venue. You want to buy beer at 
a store, they own those too.” 

Large brewers use their fi¬ 
nancial firepower for mar¬ 
keting and sponsorships to 
increase awareness of their 
brands and buy up more beer 
tap lines to dominate distribu¬ 
tion in bars and restaurants. 

SABMiller recently agreed 
to a $ 107-billion US takeover 
by Anheuser-Busch InBev in 
a merger of the world’s two 
largest brewers. Molson Coors

is poised to nearly double its 
size after agreeing to spend 
$12 billion US for SABMiller’s 
share of Miller Coors and Mil¬ 
ler’s International brands, in¬ 


cluding those sold in Canada. 

Ibis said the craft brewing 
phenomenon that has taken 
the U.S. beer market by storm 
has not been as significant in 
Canada, largely because it is 
more difficult to enter the mar¬ 
ket with provincial regulations 
about distribution. However, 
the popularity of craft beer 
has been rising across Can¬ 
ada for years. While overall 
beer consumption declined 
by six per cent in 2014, craft 
beer servings grew by seven 
per cent, according to data 
research company NPD Group. 

Beer giants have responded 
by buying up craft beer com¬ 
panies.

Toyota bets on robots 


TECHNOLOGY 

Automaker 
unveils HSR 
— its vision 
for the future 

Toyota Motor Corp. is har¬ 
bouring big ambitions to be¬ 
come a significant player in the 
growing market for robots that 
help the elderly get around in 
everyday life. 

The company believes it can 
use its manufacturing exper¬ 
tise to become as crucial in a 
field it calls “partner robots” 
as it is to auto-malcing. 

Toyota last month an¬ 
nounced a $1 billion US invest¬ 


ment in a research company 
headed by robotics expert Gill 
Pratt in Silicon Valley to de¬ 
velop artificial intelligence and 
robotics. It is already working 
with Stanford University and 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology on robotics. 

“We are preparing for a 
future in which people may 
not be able to drive cars, or 
they may need artificial in¬ 
telligence to support them 
to drive, and once they get 


off their cars they may need 
help from partner robots,” 
said Alcifumi Tamaoki, general 
manager of Toyota’s partner 
robot division. 

The Japanese government 
is banking on robotics as a 
growth industry in a society 
that’s aging at a faster pace 
than industrialized nations. 

Toyota demonstrated a 
one-armed partner robot on- 
wheels loaded with sensors 
and cameras. The R2-D2 looka- 


lilce known as HSR, or Human 
Support Robot, can pick up 
after people, bring an item to 
the bedside or open curtains. 

Among the developments in 
the works for HSR is another 
arm, which will allow it to per¬ 
form more complex tasks, and 
adding conversational skills. It 
now comes with a flat panel 
that works like a videophone 
or video player, but can’t talk. 

One research group has pro¬ 
posed using it for taking care 
of pets, such as jiggling a toy 
for a lonely cat, according to 
Toyota. 

Tamaoki believes robots like 
HSR will gradually become 
widespread, although that may 
take another decade.

Google doubles green power 


Google is nearly doubling the 
amount of renewable energy 
feeding its massive data cen¬ 
tres that enable more than 1 
billion people to search for 
information, watch video clips 
and communicate. 

The long-term commitments 
cover up to 842 megawatts of 


power that will flow from six 
wind and solar power projects 
scheduled to be finished within 
the next two years in the U.S., 
Chile and Sweden. 

Google has now signed con¬ 
tracts covering 2 gigawatts of 
renewable energy — enough 
to power two million homes 


annually. The company has 
pledged to have all of its 14 
data centres worldwide run¬ 
ning on renewable energy as 
part of its quest to minimize 
the pollution caused by the 
rising demand for its Internet 
search engine and other servi¬ 
ces.

Is the TPP 
good for 
Canadian 
music? 


The Trans-Pacific Partnership (TPP), is a 
mammoth 6,000-page trade agreement 
among 12 nations, including Canada, 
the United States, Australia and Japan. It 
covers everything you could conceivably 
trade — from donkeys to dairy to Disney's 
Mickey Mouse. As the new Parliament 
prepares to assemble for the first time, 
reviewing this thing and debating whether 
to ratify it will be a top priority. 

Especially controversial are 
I r- the provisions that deal with 
\ ^ Canadian culture (music, 

jV movies, books and more). 

Under the TPP, copyrighted 
istock works will enter the public domain 
— where they can be freely modified, 
published and shared — 70 years after the 
creator's death, rather than the current 50 
years. So with the agreement, copyright 
holders, whether the artists themselves, 
their heirs or the companies that own the 
rights to their work, will be able to profit for 
20 extra years.

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It's largely the music companies, and artists' heirs, that 
benefit from an extension of copyright protection. To the 
average Canadian creator, it doesn't mean very much. 
Economists say a longer copyright term has little to no ef¬ 
fect on new creativity. Nobody woke up and said, "I'm not 
going to write the next great Canadian novel, because my 
heirs will get 50 years of profits rather than 70." A term 
of the life of the author plus 70 years means many works 
that are around today won't be public domain until the 
next century. For the vast majority of works, the commer¬ 
cial value runs its course in far less time. We're restricting 
Canadians' access to their own heritage. But if older works 
are made publicly available and free, we can leverage the 
public domain for education and to promote Canadian 
heritage. I'd like to see a registration system, where you 
have to renew copyright every 20 to 25 years. It would 
separate the high-value commercial items from the vast 
majority. Imagine if we were still paying the heirs of Shake¬ 
speare, and charging for the rights to adapt it, to put on 
the plays. There wouldn't be that incentive to create.

Very often, Canadian artists punch above their weight 
internationally. And we were considered a weak copy¬ 
right jurisdiction. We have to realize that intellectual 
property is intangible. It's not a physical product like a 
compact disc anymore; it flows freely across borders. It 
has to be globally managed. So uniformity of internation¬ 
al copyright standards is a good thing in itself. The com¬ 
panies that own artistic works have invested in the artists 
over a period of time. The Canadian public benefits be¬ 
cause companies use that money to invest in developing 
new talent. Composers and families continue to reap the 
benefits of copyrighted works. When we extend protec¬ 
tion, we help preserve a declining revenue stream. If you 
really value Canadian music and want it to be made in 
the future, we need to find a way for artists to get sus¬ 
tainable income. What happened with the TPP, from our 
perspective, is fair.

I have to look at both sides of the copyright debate. We're 
not here to steal or disrespect copyrighted music, but you 
don't want to stop people from being creative. Record 
labels should see remixing as a marketing opportunity. 

If people are remixing your music, it shows that people 
care and you have an audience. When (Canadian house- 
music star) Deadmau5 was remixed by the (much more 
famous DJ) Skrillex, it probably brought a lot more atten¬ 
tion to Deadmau5's work than it otherwise would have 
gotten. Some people think record labels are evil. They're 
not. They're in it because they love music. Their industry 
has been cut in half. They want to hold on to a few million 
dollars per year by holding on to copyright. People are still 
willing to pay for Beatles albums, and to pay to cover Bea¬ 
tles songs. On the other hand, I see why people say "Don't 
they have enough money?" I think Paul McCartney's great- 
great-grandkids will be okay. 


Tackling violence 
against women: 
Where do we 



I should be writing this col¬ 
umn about violence against 
women, now. 

It's just, violence against 
women — can you think of 
anything more broad? More 
pervasive? More global? 

It's like saying, "Here's my 
opinion on poverty: It sucks." 

Where do you start, and 
where to do you end? Rape as 
weapon of war, and, for ISIL, 
of indoctrination. Domestic 
abuse. Statistics, courtesy of 
the international development 
agency Plan Canada, that say 
120 million girls have experi¬ 
enced forced intercourse or 
sexual touching, and females 
make up 70 per cent of human 
trafficking victims. Or: One- 
quarter of Canadian girls will 
experience sexual violence. 

Sunday marks another 
National Day of Remembrance 
and Action on Violence 
Against Women. The Inter¬ 
national Day for the Elim¬ 
ination of Violence Against 
Women was Nov. 25th. Those 
who work year-round in this 
area worry about the tokenism 
of a day, while fighting for air¬ 
time to galvanize us to action. 

Activists will seek to incite 
your indignation, though it's 
hard to get worked up over 
everyday injustices. Just ask a 
panhandler. 

One place to start is with 
the good news, such as the 
federal Liberals' promise for 
a "comprehensive" gender- 
violence strategy and inquiry 
into missing and murdered 
indigenous women. 
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"I think there's some new 
momentum that I'm quite 
optimistic about," Amanda 
Sussman, Plan Canada's head 
of policy and advocacy, told 
me. She pointed to the United 
Nation's new sustainable 
development goals for 2030, 
which are "drawing political 
attention and resources to the 
most vulnerable... adolescent 
girls, women and girls." 

Another place to start 
is with the wider issues of 
violence, and how we need 
to end violence in men's lives, 
too. Undoing the pressure of 
gender norms on all people 
is among Plan's priorities, 
Sussman told me, paint¬ 
ing the image of a man in a 
developing nation, living in 
extreme poverty, who must be 
the breadwinner for his family, 
but cannot. 

"I think we have made 
mistake in the women's move¬ 
ment for some time not giving 
enough emphasis to that," she 
added. 

Sussman, when we spoke, 
was sitting in the relative 
comfort of her Canadian life, 
fearing for the vulnerability 
of women and girl refugees, 
ripped away from their lives 
and protection. 

"How do we spark the 
outrage?" she asked, and then 
suggested one last place to 
start: With ourselves. A day 
of action is a call to be "more 
vigilant than ever" in fight¬ 
ing the violence we witness. 
Individual actions count, she 
said. Maybe, start small.

Actor’s small 
edgy roles 
deserve a 
double take

Like Wrigley’s “Double your 
pleasure! Double your fun!” gum, 
this weekend’s movie Legend is 
two Tom Hardys in one. He plays 
the dual roles of Britain’s most 
notorious gangsters, Ronnie and 
Reginald Kray, identical twins 
and violent thugs who ruled 
London’s underworld during 
the 1950s and 1960s. 

Previously real-life siblings 
Martin and Gaiy Kemp of ’80s 


new wave band Spandau Bal¬ 
let impersonated the brothers 
in the 1990 film The Krays, but 
these days special effects allow 
Hardy to play both brothers. 
“The movie’s a testament to 
the Krays’ ability to get away 
with everything, for a while, 
anyway,” wrote Ty Burr in the 
Boston Globe. “But it’s better 
evidence of Tom Hardy’s abil¬ 
ity to do just about anything.” 

Already this year we’ve seen 
the talented actor in the Mad 
Max reboot Fury Road, the 
musical London Road and the 
crime thriller Child 44. Soon 
he’ll play opposite Leonardo 
DiCaprio in The Revenant and 
is currently shooting Taboo, a 
new BBC mini series scheduled 
to air next year. 

He’s also made waves as The 
Dark Knight Rises’ brooding 
hulk Bane and dream-dancer 
Eames in the megahit Inception. 


In between these box office 
busters he’s appeared in smaller, 
edgier films that deserve a look. 
Here are some of the other films 
that have helped Tom Hardy 
become legend. 

Hillbilly Hardy: 

Lawless takes place during Pro¬ 
hibition. The bootlegging busi¬ 
ness is booming, run by hillbil¬ 
lies who’ll sell to anyone with 
a buck and a thirst. The most 
notorious are the Bondurant 
family; headed by Forrest (Hardy) 


who engages in a knock down, 
drag out moonshine war with a 
corrupt lawman played by Guy 
Pearce. Hardy leads the cast as 
a soft-spoken thug with a brainy 
bent. “It’s not the violence that 
sets men apart,” he says, “it is the 
distance he is prepared to go.” 

When he isn’t waxing philo¬ 
sophical he’s busy earning most 
of the film’s few laughs. It’s a 
natural, unaffected performance 
that really shows what he can 
do without a mask strapped to 
his face. 


Solo Hardy: 

In these days of maximalist 
moviemaking Locke goes the 
opposite way, trimming the mov¬ 
ie down to one claustrophobic 
setting and a single on-screen 
actor. Locke is the first movie 
in recent memoiy that would 
probably work as well as a radio 
drama as it does a film. Hardy is 
Ivan Locke, a straight arrow con¬ 
struction foreman determined 
to be at the birth of his child. 
In his car, he’s battling traffic 
for the hour-and-a-half drive to 
London and the mother-to-be’s 
hospital. Trouble is, the child is 
the result of a lonely one-night 
stand and he’s a married man. 

The entire film takes place in 
the front seat of Locke’s car, in 
real time, as he drives the Ml. 
We see through the windshield, 
into the backseat and the display 
screen of car phone and GPS. 
Most of all we see Hardy’s face, 


which, even though obscured by 
a beard, still allows his charisma 
to ooze through. His face is the 
engine of the film, his talent the 
driver. 

Hardheaded Hardy: 

In the Drop, Hardy he plays Bob 
Saginowski, a mild mannered 
bartender at a Brooklyn neigh¬ 
bourhood pub owned by the 
Chechnyan mafia. Like many 
of the borough’s bars, Marv’s is 
sometimes used as a “drop,” a 
place where gangsters secretly 
hide money until it is collected 
by their crime bosses. 

As Bob, Hardy is a cypher; 
kind to dogs, shy and lovesick, 
he is an average neighbourhood 
guy. Except in this neighbour¬ 
hood average guys have pasts, 
and Hardy does a nice job of 
playing a man who is tiying to 
move on while the past tries to 
stop him in his tracks. 
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DeHaan breathes 
Life back into Dean 


DEAN ONSCREEN 

Dane DeHaan joins a long 
list of people who have 
played Dean since the 
icon's death in 1955. 

James Franco became 
a star, and won a Golden 
Globe, playing the rebellious 
actor in the TV biopic James 
[ Dean. Franco got so into char¬ 
acter he went from non-smok¬ 
er to a two-pack-a-day habit 
— in real life Dean smoked more 
than two packs of unfiltered 
Chesterfields a day — and learn¬ 
ed to ride a motorcycle. 

In 1976, Stephen McHattie 
won praise playing Dean in the 
TV movie James Dean written by 
William Bast, Dean's best friend 
and roommate. 

Also interesting is the video 
installation piece Rebel which 
features a female James Dean in 
the form of performer Nina Ljeti, 
and an Animaniacs episode 
featuring Slappy Squirrel giving 
Dean a class in method acting. 


BIOPIC 

James Dean has 
inspired lead since 
acting school days 

When Dane DeHaan was studying act¬ 
ing at UNC School of the Arts he had a 
poster of James Dean on his dorm wall. 

DeHaan graduated in 2008 and has 
gone on to star in the HBO series In 
Treatment, and films like Chronicle, 
The Place Beyond the Pines, Kill Your 
Darlings and The Amazing Spider-Man 
2 but one thing hasn’t changed. 

“The poster is still on my wall,” he 
says on the line from his home. “I’m 
looking at it right now.” 

In new film Life, the 29-year-old actor 
plays Dean in 1955, just months away 
from the release of East of Eden. After a 
chance meeting a photographer, played 
by Robert Pattinson, becomes convinced 
the actor is the perfect subject. The two 
have an undeniable bond but Dean is 
hesitant, leeiy of exposing himself to 
the publicity machine. 

DeHaan, who gained 25 pounds to 
play the screen icon, calls Dean one of 
his favourite actors. 

“I was learning about acting and my 
acting teacher told us to go home and 
watch Marlon Brando and James Dean 
movies. I started watching them and 
he was just amazing. It was amazing to 
watch someone start the revolution of 
the kind of acting that most people do 
today but do it in such a beautiful way. 

“It’s so exciting to watch those mov¬ 
ies and see James Dean existing in this 
world with all these other over-the-top 


actors and just take them to school. The 
contrast was so jarring. Now you see a 
movie and there are obviously people 
who are better than others, but gener¬ 
ally they’re trying to do the same kind 


of acting. In those movies that’s not 
really happening.” 

DeHaan, who will soon be seen play¬ 
ing another real life character, Karl 
Rove in Young Americans, says “people 


think they know a lot about Dean but 
not many people really know much 
about him at all,” and hope Life will 
change that. 

“Ultimately that was one of the rea¬ 


sons I took it on,” he says. “I realized 
that there are a lot of young people 
who don’t know who James Dean is, 
and that’s a sad fact. I would hope you 
would watch his movies first and then 
watch our movie or watch our movie 
and then watch his. I hope it opens a 
door for a lot of people to rediscover him 
not just as a persona but as an amazing

Could Star Wars VII 
overtake Avatar?

Is the James Cameron movie 
a few weeks away from losing 
its number one ranking at the 
global box office? At any rate, 
it seems that the future is rosy 
for the new episode of the Star 
Wars saga. 

To say that Star Wars: The 
Force Awakens is the most high¬ 
ly anticipated movie of the year 
is putting it mildly. This seventh 
episode, slated for release on 
December 16, is expected to 
generate some big numbers, 
but how much exactly? 

Some analysts are already 
predicting a final total of 2.7 
billion dollars at the box office, 
i.e., as much as Avatar, which has 
held the global box-office record 
since 2010. The most optimistic 
analysts believe it could be the 


first film to top 3 billion dollars. 

Star Wars VII will be released 
at the same time of year as Ava¬ 
tar and Titanic (respectively on 
December 18, 2009 and De¬ 
cember 19, 1997), the movie 
industry’s two biggest global 
successes. 

One thing is sure, the J.J. 
Abrams opus is likely to begin 
with a bang. Forecasts, such 
as that of FBR & Co’s Barton 
Crockett, foresee $220m for the 
opening weekend. A record that 
would topple Jurassic World, 
which generated $208.8m when 
it was released last June. With re¬ 
cord advance ticket sales ($50m), 
Star Wars is sure to get off to a 
better start than Avatar which 
brought in $77m in its opening

Black Christmas 
isn’t the only 
film to trade 
tinsel for terror

Without Black Christmas, a 
groundbreaking 1974 Can¬ 
adian horror film there might 
never have been a Jason Voor- 
hees, Freddy Krueger or Mi¬ 
chael Myers. These charac¬ 
ters owe much to one film 
made in Toronto, a movie 
Film Threat magazine calls 
“the first modern slasher 
movie.” 

The film enters its fourth 
decade this year, a milestone 
celebrated with the release 
of Black Christmas, the Sea¬ 
son’s Grievings Edition in 
late November. The story of 
a sorority house terrorized 
by a murderous stranger has 
been given the deluxe Blu- 
ray treatment, packed with 
a Santa’s sleigh of new fea¬ 


tures. It is one of the great 
Christmas horror movies, but 
it isn’t the only one. 

Here’s a look at holiday 
films without an ounce of 
tinsel treacle. 

Silent Night, 

Deadly Night 

Originally called Slayride, 
this movie about a teen who 
goes on a murderous rampage 
dressed as Santa after his 
parents are killed, changed 
its name for release. 

In its first weekend it out- 
grossed Nightmare on Elm 
Street, but then parents 
angry at Santa’s portrayal 
as an axe murderer picketed 
theatres, and the box office 
dried up. 

The film’s final lump of 
coal was a review from Sis- 
lcel and Ebert that consisted 
of reading the credits and 
saying “Shame” after each 
name. 

The Nightmare 
Before Christmas 

Imagine if our collective im¬ 
age of Santa Claus had been 
shaped by Allegory of Glut¬

From Youth 
to old age, 
actor opens up 
about career 

Michael Caine sits down for 
lunch at the St. Regis Hotel in 
midtown New York clutching 
a copy of the day’s Daily News 
given to him by the hotel door¬ 
man, who’s earmarked a photo 
of Caine and his Youth co-star 
Jane Fonda. 

“You wonder why I stay here,” 
he chuckles. “I always remember 
the sort of joke thing in the Brit¬ 
ish paper where the journalist 
said to the duchess, ‘What’s the 
best restaurant in London?’ And 
she said, ‘Where you’re known, 
dear.’ And I apply that to a lot of 
what I do.” 

Caine, 82, is known just about 
everywhere. Some know him as 
the star of British classics like 
Alfie, The Italian Job and Get 
Carter. Others know him as Bat¬ 
man’s butler (and a regular of just 
about eveiy Christopher Nolan 
movie). Some might even know 
him just by the ubiquitous im¬ 
pressions of his indelible cockney 
accent, like Steve Coogan and

In Paolo Sorrentino’s Youth, 
Caine puts a capstone on a career 
that has travelled from working- 
class upstart to cinema institu¬ 
tion.

Working now and then, Caine 
lives relatively quietly, focused 


on his family; he and his wife, 
Shaldra Balcsh, are moving from 
their updated bam outside Lon¬ 
don, so their 25-minute drive to 
their grandchildren can be cut 
down to 5.

For many of us Queen Eliza¬ 
beth is a face on a stamp, 
someone we see every day 
on our money. For Sarah Ga¬ 
don, the Canadian actress who 
plays H.R.H. in A Royal Night 
Out, the figurehead is “an icon 
and it is really always kind of 
difficult to humanize some¬ 
one who is embalmed in icon 
status.” 

The Dracula Untold star 
plays the Queen before she 
took the throne, when she 
was a 20-year-old headstrong 
woman known to friends as 
Lillibet. It’s May 8, 1945, VE 
Day in England, the biggest 
party London has ever seen 
and Princess Elizabeth and 
Princess Margaret (Bel Powley), 
or PI and P2 as the princess 


sisters are called, want in on 
the action. 

“For six years we’ve been 
cloistered,” says Princess 
Elizabeth. “Like nuns,” adds 
Princess Margaret. 

“I fell in love so much with 
this script,” says Gadon. “I was 
charmed by the story and its 
portrayal of her at that point 
in her life. It was this beautiful 
coming of age stoiy about this 
woman faced with her future. 
That is something I really re¬ 
lated to. That feeling of when 
you are growing up and you 
have all these ideas about the 
world, all these ideologies you 
are associated with and then 
you are confronted with re¬ 
ality and you have to decide 
for yourself what you want. I 
thought that was an interest¬ 
ing entry point.” 

The slick talking Liz man¬

Royal Night Out is part royal 
romcom, part urban adven¬ 
ture, and only loosely based on 
real events. In truth the prin¬ 


cesses went out, accompanied 
by an entourage of 16 people 
and were home by curfew. 

“Julian Jarrold, the director, 
was so conscious of what he 


wanted the tone of this him to 
be,” says Gadon. “We all knew 
it wasn’t a biopic, and none of 
us wanted to make that him. 
It is veiy much a fantasy, very 


much an adventure chase film. 
Being more North American in 
my approach to the part, my 
tendencies were to indulge 
the humour and indulge in 


the slapstick moments. Julian 
held the reins tight and really 
captured the reserve of Eliza¬ 
beth. He really walked that 
line between going off too far 
in either direction. The him 
has very real feelings but a 
lot of tongue-in-cheek.” 

To capture Queen Eliza¬ 
beth’s posh accent Gadon stud¬ 
ied footage of the princess at 
that age, the movies Roman 
Holiday and Brief Encounter 
and worked with dialect coach 
Brett Tyne.

In person, David Tennant has 
charm aplenty, but nothing 
like the control freak he plays 
in the new Netflix series Jes¬ 
sica Jones. 

As the villainous Kilgrave, 
he plagues the show’s title 
character — a lapsed super¬ 
hero played by Krysten Ritter 
— with superhuman persua¬ 
sion. Kilgrave’s every wish is 
Jessica’s command. 

“There wasn’t a massive 
amount of research I could 
do to play a mind-controlling 
psychopath,” says Tennant. “At 
first glance, Kilgrave’s power 
might sound attractive. But 
what would it really be like 
to live with?” 

Viewers are invited to ex¬ 
plore that at their chosen pace, 
since all 13 episodes of Jessica 
Jones, based on the Marvel 
Comics character of the same 
name, are available for stream¬ 
ing on the Netflix website. 

Tennant says he’s “properly 
hooked.” 


“My character doesn’t really 
get going until episodes five 
or six or seven,” he says. “Not 
being heavily featured in those 
early episodes allowed me to 
join them as a viewer without 
having to stare at myself.” 

Kilgrave is only the latest in 
a stable of varied, vivid char¬ 
acters tackled by the Scottish 
actor. They include a singing- 
and-dancing lawman in the 
TV crime drama Viva Black¬ 
pool; the 10th Doctor in the 
hallowed Dr. Who franchise; 
Barty Crouch Jr. in the film 
Harry Potter and the Goblet 
of Fire; and a detective inves¬ 
tigating murder in a quiet Brit¬ 
ish village in the hit series 
Broadchurch (plus the same 
role in the U.S. version that 
aired on Fox). 

Tennant grew up in a small 
town outside Glasgow. He was 
the son of a minister, whose 
line of work, he notes, entails 
a certain element of theatre, 
“so I’m sure that, somehow, 
watching my father ‘perform’ 
must have inspired me.”

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been working since he was 20. 

Now a boyish-looking 44, he 
is asked to explain his acting 
process. He bursts out laugh¬ 
ing, with his insistence that he 
doesn’t have one underscored 
by the T-shirt he happens to 
be wearing that proclaims, 
“Anybody Can Do What I Do.” 

But then, playing the good 
sport, he gives it a shot; 

“It’s a bit like wearing in a 
pair of shoes,” he begins.

Can three come 
from the same 
family? 

Meet Kristin, 

Lisa and Alison 
Jantzie, cele¬ 
brating their 
fourth year 
as Rockettes 
together. 

“It’s kind of 
wonderful to 
be onstage with 
your family,” 
said Alison, 
dance captain 
in the recent Broadway show 
Gigi with Vanessa Hudgens. 
“We’ve kind of made this a 
tradition for ours, obviously.” 

Kristin, in her 11th Christ¬ 
mas show, was the first to be 
a Rockette. She and her twin, 
Lisa, technically the oldest by 
a few minutes, got their first 
professional jobs at age 18 at 
the Tokyo Disney Resort. 

Kristin later auditioned for 
a touring production of the 
Rockettes in Los Angeles and 
got the job after showing her 
skills at tap, jazz and precision 
dance.

On Day 4 of a G Adventures 
trip to Panama a protest over 
government infrastructure pro¬ 
jects by the local indigenous 
people forced our group of 15 
intrepid travellers off the bus 
and into the heat for almost 
two hours. 

Happily a nearby store, 
equipped with basic bathrooms 
guarded by chickens, sold us 
some beers to enjoy while we 
waited it out. The experience 
was a little uncomfortable but 
charmingly genuine and typical 
of what to expect when travel¬ 
ling in Panama, Central Amer¬ 
ica’s diamond in the rough. 

Boquete offers limited ser¬ 
vices in terms of restaurants 
and hotels but is doing an ad¬ 
mirable job staking its claim 
as Panama’s adventure capital.

I took a whitewater rafting 
tour through some intimidating 
rapids that saw my 200-pound 
raft mate swept over the side! 
While I was definitely thank¬ 
ful for our fearless guide, Tini, 
I was more thankful to have 
the river to ourselves; we did 
not see one other raft during 
our four-hour excursion. 

Our destination on Day 4 
was Bocas Del Toro, a collec¬ 
tion of beautiful palm tree- 
covered islands that are mostly 


populated by surfboard-toting 
backpackers. The only town of 
any size, Bocas Town, is mostly 
made up of hostels and water¬ 
front bars and exudes a laid- 
back charm. Chatting over mor¬ 
ning coffee at The Coffee Shop 
with owner and self-professed 
soul surfer Ernesto Velasquez 
was as much a highlight as 
spotting baby dolphins and 
sloths on a boat trip to Coral 
Cay. 

Panama City’s UNESCO-pro¬ 
tected Casco Viejo is what I 
suspect Havana will look like 
in 10 years if the Cuban capital 
receives the predicted influx of 
American cash. The formerly 
derelict colonial buildings in 
the Panamanian capital are 
well into the process of being 
restored to their former gran¬ 
deur. Many are already home 
to funky bars, incredible res¬ 
taurants and shops. 

I ate my last dinner at The 
Fish Market, a pop-up food 
truck parked in the middle of 
the crumbling walls and col¬ 
umns of a yet-to-be-reclaimed 
building. The white wine was 
terrible, the fish tacos were 
good, but the energy I felt 
from a place that is truly on 
the cusp of shining brightly 
was infectious.

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Pistorius guilty of 
murder on appeal 


TRIAL 

Athlete initially 
imprisoned on 
lesser charge of 
manslaughter 

Oscar Pistorius was convicted of 
murder on Thursday by a South 
African appeals court that de¬ 
scribed the once-glittering stoiy 
of the doubleamputee Olympian 
and Reeva Steenlcamp, the girl¬ 
friend he killed in his home in 
2013, as “a human tragedy of 
Shakespearean proportions.” 

The Supreme Court of Ap¬ 
peal overturned a lower court’s 
conviction on the less serious 
charge of manslaughter, add¬ 
ing another twist to a case that 
riveted people around the world 
because of its gripping saga of a 
celebrity athlete’s plunge from 
grace by his own hand. 

“The accused ought to have 
been found guilty of murder on 
the basis that he had fired the 
fatal shots with criminal intent,” 
Justice Lorimer Eric Leach said in 
court in Blomefontein, as Steen- 
lcamp’s mother, June, sat impas¬ 
sively. Pistorius was not there. 



The murder conviction means 
Pistorius will almost certainly 
go back to jail, where he spent 
one year of a five-year prison 
sentence before being put under 
house arrest at his uncle’s man¬ 
sion in Pretoria in October. The 
minimum sentence for murder 
in South Africa is 15 years, but 
exceptional circumstances in the 
case of the former track star, in¬ 
cluding time already served, his 
disability and status as a first¬ 
time offender, could mean he’ll 
get a lower sentence. 

Sentencing is up to the 
North Gauteng High Court, 
where Pistorius was tried. 
South African media said 
Judge Tholcozile Masipa, 
who presided over the ori¬ 
ginal trial, will handle the 
matter. No sentencing date 
has been set. 

Pistorius, a multiple Para¬ 
lympic champion, became 
the first amputee to run 
at the Olympics and the 
able-bodied world 
champion- 
s hip s.

Runner” for his carbon-fiber 
running blades. 

“This case involves a human 
tragedy of Shakespearean pro¬ 
portions,” Leach said while de¬ 
livering the ruling on behalf of 
the five-judge appeals court. 

“A young man overcomes 
huge physical disabilities to 
reach Olympian heights as an 
athlete,” he said. “In doing so 
he becomes an international 
celebrity. He meets a young 
woman of great natural beauty 
and a successful 
model.
